CLUB STATION NEWS 


A brand new Icom 706 MK II G has 
recently been acquired at the Dayton Hamfest 
for club use. This small 100 watt rig will 
work all modes from 160 meters to 2 meters 
and 440 MHz as well. The new radio is 
equipped with two narrow filters, 350 Hz for 
CW and a 1.9 Khz filter for SSB. 

Extensive testing of the new equip- 
ment took place on field day. While it may 
require an adjustment period or a learning 
curve for those who are used to a radio with 
many knobs, this little gem performed flaw- 
lessly. 

Planned utilization of this rig in- 
cludes the W8AL radio shack, the small coffee 
break trailer and future field days. 

Prior to the July meeting of the 
C.A.R.C. this rig will be operational from our 
club shack and will be available for use during 
the H.O.F. special event the last weekend in 
July. Stop by the club station and check out 
the new equipment ! 

Antenna repairs are planned for the 
month of July and a new low band sloper an- 
tenna will be installed. An Alpha-Delta DX-A 
160-80-40-meter Twin Sloper was acquired 
and will replace the inverted vee wire antenna 
now suspended from our tower above the 
Stark County Jail. 

Much more work needs done to the 
club station computers. At this time we are 
searching for a volunteer to become station 
manager.

SPY/MILITARY STATION HEARD 


An unidentified number station has been re- 
ported on the air within the 30 meter ham 
band. Reports state that on June 26, 2001 at 
0500 UTC a station was monitored transmit- 
ting numbers in morse code. The frequency 
used was 10.120 MHz. Many spy or under- 
cover military stations are heard throughout 
the short-wave spectrum. Usually a woman or 
man is heard reciting a series of four or five 
numbers on SSB. It is suspected that many of 
these stations originate in Cuba, Great Britain 
or Israel. 


Possible remnants of the Cold War, 
field agents use cipher pads to decode the se- 
quences of numbers received. 

However, it is important to note that the 30 
meter amateur band is shared with many mili- 
tary and fixed stations throughout the world. 
Ham radio operators have secondary access to 
this band and are limited to 200 watts power.
